Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 21-23, 45, 46 and 50-68 are pending in the present application. Claims 
52-68 stand withdrawn as being drawn to a nonelected invention. It is noted that claims 
52 and 62 are directed to process of making compounds of formulae 1 and 4 and, thus, 
are directed to inventions that are independent or distinct from the inventions originally 
claimed. Claims 53-61 and 63-68 are drawn to compounds of formulae 1 and 4 as 
defined by Groups I and IV of Paper No. 5. 

Note: Claims 50 and 51 will be examined to the extent they read on compounds of 
structural formula 3 and its bicyclic derivatives. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 45 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 
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The factors to be considered in determining whether a disclosure meets the 
enablement requirement of 35 USC 112, first paragraph, have been described in In re 
Wands , 8 USPQ2d 1400 (Fed. Cir. 1988). Among these factors are (1) the nature of 
the invention, (2) the breadth of the claims, (3) the state of the prior art, (4) the 
predictability or unpredictability of the art, (5) the amount of guidance or direction 
presented, (6) the presence or absence of working examples, (7) the relative skill in the 
art and (8) the quantity of experimentation necessary. When the above factors are 
taken into consideration, the examiner's position is that one skilled in the art could not 
perform the invention commensurate in scope with the instant claim without undue 
experimentation. 

The instant claims are drawn to compositions comprising compounds of formula 
3 or prodrug or active metabolite thereof and, thus, the claims encompass numerous 
compounds. The present specification lacks working examples of a prodrug or active 
metabolite of the claimed compounds. It also does not provide guidance or direction to 
enable the skilled artisan to make said prodrugs or active metabolites. Because of the 
lack of working examples and guidance presented by the present specification, the 
skilled artisan would be burdened with undue experimentation in order to determine 
compounds that would be prodrugs or active metabolites of the claimed compounds. 
Absence said experimentation, the skilled artisan would be unable to make/use 
compositions commensurate in scope with instant claims. 

It is suggested that the instant claims be limited to the claimed compounds and 
pharmaceutical acceptable salt of said compounds. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The language of the instant claim creates confusion. The instant claim recites a 
compound but is dependent on a composition claim. Does applicant intend to claim a 
compound or a composition? If applicant intends a compound, it is noted that the 
instant claim is a duplicate of claim 22. Therefore, it is assumed the instant claim is 
drawn to a composition. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

7. Claims 50 and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Rodriguez et al. 

Rodriguez et al. teach two antimycobacterial serrulatane diterpenes, 
erogorgianene and 7-hydroxyergorgianene (see page 100, compounds 3 and 4). The 
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compounds and compositions taught by the reference are encompassed by the instant 
claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 21 -23 are allowed.
